Aqua. 

For once in water receiving more at- 
tention than beer. Nor is tiiis btrauge. 
It has been said that health is never 
fully prized till sickncH.s comes. The 
prinoiplois equally true, porhiipK more 
BO, in, respect of water. Amongst the 

' very commonest essentials of animal 
life, it is one in which Nature has been 
mp^t prodigal, at least in our countiT. 

' Take it away, and we wonder that we 
' didn't think more of it. Keep it away 
and man suffers what is said to be the 
worst of all agonies — and dies. We 
suppose it is much the same with 
brutes. But the Spring Kidge 
Company have threatened to stop our 
waterl Ibis.lione of the best; but, take 
it away and its bad qualities will soon 
be forgotten in the great wish to have 
it again. Can they stop it? Undoubt- 
edly thoy can. Will they? Not if they 
can help it. This Company is com- 
posed of men. Most men like to make 
money, or bate to lose it, which is 
much the same. If the Company stop 
the water on the iirst of July, or at any 
early date, they must lose the value 
(if it has auy value) of wliat may bo 
termed the fixed plant, sucli as the sys- 
tem of conduits, pipes, i&c. The 
hoises and carts, engine, &c., 
aie, of coiuse, merchantable and 
could bo sold for something near 
their value, as also could any real es- 
tate the Company may have. Rather 
than sacrifice this fixed plant, it seems 
reasonable to suppose that they would 
be willing to part with it on very rea- 
sonable terms. What we mean by rea- 
sonable terms is this: Probably for 
the best part of a year this community 
would, under ordinary circumstancos, 
have to rely in whole or in part upon 
these works for a water supply, more 
especially for the extinguishment of 
firo. After that,it seems reasonable to 
asaumo that these works would fall in- 
to disuctude and, conscqueiitly, cease 
to be of any real value. A moderate 
price for the use of the fixed i)lant 
during that period is, therefore, the 
sum which the Company might bo sup- 
posed to be willing to accept, and the 
Corporation to pay. No fancy, specu- 
lative sum, mind; but a very reasonable 
rental for usance. Wo say the Corpo- 
ration, because the tiling seems more 
in the line of municipal duty, and the 
■water supply (hiring the intonm poriod 
n^ight bo gnidually rac-gotl into tho new. 
There is no use in bluster. Possibly the 
course ndopted by the Company savors too 
much of that. It is all very fine to talk 
about setting tho Company at dofiancc 
and turning to woIIh; but if the Conii)any 
are open to a reasonable, and proper com- 
promiae it seems to be more in the gener- 
al interest that it should bo made. There 
seemt to be another alternative, viz. that 
tho t-ompany, if left alone, will continue 
to supply water, but at greatly increased 
rates. Tliat would, however, not bo very 
satiHfactory, as most people tliink tho 
price much too liigh already. Very pos-ii- 
bly it would bo moro popular to pitch in- 
to the Spring Kidge Oompauy and call 
thorn hard names; but it is much better 
that tho subject should be approached in 
a rational and business spirit. 



The Unexplored. 

If the recent expedition under Profes- 
sor Kudorly has done nothing moro, it has 
accomplished much by adding to our 
meagre stock of information about tha in- 
terior of this Island. It seems strange 
that ao little is known about the interior, 
— that our knowledge soarcely extends 
beyond tho mere fringes, so to speak. 
Many times and oft has the importance 
•of exploration been urged in thuso col- 
umns, and wa have expressed belief in 
tho oxistouco of comi)aratively eitoiiaive 
stretches of fertile and picturesque thIIov 
lands nestling in the mountains of the 
interior,' — valleys that will one diiy teem 
•with a thrifty and contented yeomanry. 
Tho rocop.t (,'xpodition, althougii neces- 
sarily conducted on a limited scale and 
not led any great distance into the nnox- 

fdorod interior, tond.s to eontirm that bo- 
ief. The honest writer of tho unproteu- 
tioaa "diary" which sooms to have excited 
tho jealousy of a local print, tolls of wide, 
fertile valloys, and long, rich, though 
swampy mountain nlope.s whioli, althougli 
olovatod, may become tho homes of an in- 
dustrious population." It appear.^, too, 
that tho country is well watered, having 
a magniflocut lake and river system, the 
tho latter presenting ready moans of com- 
municatiou with the numerous arms, 
bays and inlets which indent the t;ea 
coast. Is it so, tluit wo have hucIi a coun- 
try cloHo by, and yet peojjlo come and go 
by every HlennKn-? Sliall wo aoi.'k to know 
and matte known moro about the unox- 
plor«d land If one might jud^o from 
Ihe iiickly wit aimed at "Maoalphin Shu" 
by a local jirint, it would seem that *>x- 
])loratiou is not to bo onoouraged. But 
wo would remind our contemporary 
that

gouMoinen who formed the littlo explora- 
tion party under Professor Jacques 
Kadorly have earned tho thanks of tho 
community for wiuit they have accom 
plislied, altogether apart from tho immo 
diato objevt of the expedition, which it 
likoly to lei^ to important results.

Baptism of One Hundred and 
Forty Indians. 

(Froui Maliilaua Ouardlau.' 

Interesting nnd iniporlaut services wero 
hold at St. Paul's Mission, Lytton, at the 
close of last Aveek, aud ou ' Sunday and 
Monday last, being the WliitBUUtido Fea- 
tival ot the Church of England. 

Although the weather was -wet and 
stormy during tho lirst two or tbreo dav.s, 
tho Indfens steadily assembled to tho 
number of aboveait" hundred, and took 
ui) thoir positions in encaiupmonts ac- 
cording to their villages, all about the 
pictnrosnuo site of tho -Mission, Many 
from Nieohi wore prevented from coming 
owing to the dangerous height ol tho wa- 
ter. J3Btween throa Imudred and four 
hundred horses a lornod with highly eoi- 
ored furniture added to tho roniuntio ap- 
poiirauco, as well as attested the iiicroas- 
ing prosperity of the iiativo race. Tho 
church was decorated with the beautiful 
wild flowers of tho land- bnnclios of 
which in rod, blue «nil yellow, ivero 
wreathed in green and bung in febtjous. 

Solouin, hearty and protracted Berviees 
wero hold, at which many addresses wore 
given by the Bishop of Columbia and Mr. 
Good. Native speakers also exhorted 
their brethren. On Hiuulay nftoruoon ti • 
Bishop l)a])lia'jd l'2'l ailu't entouluimeus, 
and It) in tho evoaiiig wore contirmod. 
out of those baptised last year. On Mon- 
day ly infants, children of the baptiaed, 
wero admitted to the Cbriatian Cliuroli, 
.•Vniougst tlioso baptised wero 215 eliiefa 
and heaibnen . .Most of them bad been 
for o or I) years luulor instruction and pro- 
bation. 'I'lie improvement in knowledge, 
good habits and apjiearanco is manffost 
and reflects crodit upon tho Rev. J. li. 
Good, vi'hose exjrtious and aympathy for 
tlio Indians have givou him au important 
inlluence amongst them for good. We 
heartily wish success to all uuch good ef- 
forts. 



Proceeding,:! ofParliament - 
Adjourumont for th,o Derby 
Day. 

LoNnoN, 5Iny '27th.— Ill tho House of 
Commous, to-ilay . tho usual motion was 
made to ailjourii over Derby day, Thomas 
Hughes again inotested against the prac- 
tice, and denounced as a public humili- 
oton such action by Purliaioeut in def«r- 
onco to what was called national sport. 
He believed that the example wns injuri- 
ous to public moral.R, and he hoped that 
tho Government would o.xtend tho oper- 
ations i-if the betting Houses .\ct to Scot- 
laiiil, where English sportsmen wero still 
able to evade the law. English papers 
were tilled with betting advertiaoinoutB 
jmrporting to emenatB from Scotland. 
Tho police there wero powerless against 
this gross scandal, whiidi ilaily increa.sed 
boi.'auso the local law Hanctioued it. 
After further debate, in the course of 
which tho Government promised to extend 
the -'Vet to Scotland, n motion to adjourn 
on Derby l)av was carried. 



The Progress of the Paoifio 
Railway- 

J'rimi till' Toronto Mail. 

From the nioiaoranda submitted bj 
ilr. Laiigeviu to tho House on Thurs- 
day, we are euabled to form a fair idea 
of the -work done in respect of the Pa- 
cific llailway survey during tho past 
year. It was lirst iiiteuilcd to niii tho 
lino from Luke Nipissiiig westward, 
touching the navigable waters of Lake 
Superior, but inaurmountablo en- 
gineering dilllculties wero discovorcd 
on that route, und a moro northerly 
lino was thereupon laid down wiiich 
connected at Moose Kivcr with tlio ex- 
plorations of 1871, CoTiiple.c surveys 
have now baeu made along the whole 
route from the Eastern terminus to 
"Mnnitohft, and a very feasible route lias 
l)e(;ii f'.nnid theiiee wcstwunl to tho Pa- 
eillc. The adv.mtagi.'.s of the ('unadian 
route are as follows:— Red River 'MO 
miles nearer Toronto by our rouLe than 
by the moat direct esisting road, and 
100 miles nearer than by any route 
that can bo luiilt via Duhitli, the south 
slioro of Lake Superior and the Sault, 
lied River is then .^)7(1 mile.s nearer 
Ottawa and Montreal than by any ox- 
i.iting route, and 2l)U miles nearer than 
by any possible route. The length of 
the Aineiican road to be built from 
Diiluth eastward iKl,0'20 niilos, while 
the total length of our road from Mon- 
treal to lied River will bo only 1,150 
miles. During tho year the surveys 
were pushed forward with great one/gy 
ou tho western section. A continuous 
chain of instrumental measurements 
has been coinpletoil from the Yellow- 
Pass to Frasor River, iis well as to 
Yancouvcr lidtuid via Bute Inlet. Ful- 
ler mforni ilion is recpiis e I yet, as I'oino 
of the sections along this lino are ex- 
tremely heavy. Mr, Fleming issanguine 
of .he superior practicability andshort- 
nesH of tlie Gauadian route over any 
that lias been or -will be buif t by our 
iieightiours. 

.Mr John Young of Mmilreal iqioalcs 
tho uGcrot suntiinciit of tho Oppo.sition 
when he denounces the idea of a Cana- 
dian roid, and advocates the advanta- 
ges of tho Anioricau lines. Thorfun 
lies the kernel of tliei violont ])ijlicY of 
ob.striudion with which nnr great 
national work litis been he.Rot Biiiei* it 
was liriil taken in hand by tho Govimii- 
mont. 

One hundred and eighty-seven bal- 
lot papers havo been held to bo inva- 
lid in the Tyrone election, bocauao the 
presiding ollicor put the l ogi.'iter nuin- 
her of tho vc ler on the back of the bal- 
lot ]Mipor,,'aid Mr, ^lacartuoy is to take 
legal advice as to tho validity of tho 
iduction.
